Chicago, Sept. 24,— The great convention 
of Irish sooiotloa waB opened thia morning 
with a large representation of Irishmen from 
all parts of tho country. The convention 
wilt last three days. One general object is 
tho formation of a united opon organization 
for tho furtherance of tho Irish cause. 
Among the fifty dolegatea from Now York 
city who have arrived are Jeremiah : Don- 
ovan Rosea and P. J. P. Tynan, tho lattor 
of whom became celebrated In 1882, bb tho 
"Number One," having in charge tho re- 
moval of government officials in Ireland. 
Ho it was who was accused of having con- 
ducted the murdore of Chief Secretary Oav- 
endieh and Under Secretary Burke in 
Phoenix Park, Dublin. So carefully waB 
tho name of this man kopt from hia fellow 
oonBpirators that even JamcB Carey, a lead- 
ing member of the Invlnolblus, know him 
only aa "Number One.'' Carey, however, 
when he booamo an Informer, made ib neces- 
sary for Tynan to come to this country, and 
during tho year following the murders 
Tynan was, it is said, a momber of the Mid- 
dlesex volunteers, a crack London corps, and 
was ono of tho men ploked to escorb tho 
Queen to the opening of tho now royal 
courts on the Strand. Roaaa is woll known 
for his dynamite campaigns. Ho was under 
a thirty years' sontence for hia connection 
with tho Fenian movement. Ho lately 
visited England, the term of his exile having 
expired, 

Tho convention waB hold in the magnifi- 
cont new Y.M.C.A. building on Caaallo 
street, and started with the unique dis- 
tinction of being the first assemblage of the 
kind held in America in twenty years. Nob 
to be linked wUh the !d:a of main reliance 
upon parliamentary agitation a return to 
what they termed tirat principles seemed to 
be tho idea prompting the delegates. " Com- 
pacts and "treaties" with British statoB- 
man, through which the forces of Irish 
rovolution have been held in chock for a 
definite period, were loudly condemned and 
Irish was the talk among thoBe in attend- 
ance Duelling on thia, no email portion of 
tho dolegates were inclined to discuss anew 
tho possibilities— military and otherwise - 
of tho famous Fenian maxin : " England's 
porll is Ireland's opportunity." 

The ohief definite purposes of tho conven- 
tion, as far as they could ba gathered In ad- 
vanco of the proceedings, were the forma- 
tion of a now national organization, to be 
made international if poasible, and the tak- 
ing of action of some sort in bahaif of the 
Irish political prisoners still in British jails, 
The spacious Association hall, dedleated to 
" poaco on earth, good will towards men," 
where the sessions were held, presented 
quite a martial appearance with its elabor- 
ate deoorations of the stars and stripes, in- 
terwoven with the greon and gold. The 
moat conspicuous decoration was a full 
length portrait of Robert Emmott, the con 
tenary of whose execution in Dublin may 
nob unlikely be decided upon by the conven- 
tion for u demonstration. Tho convention 
was called to ordor by John J. O'Connoll, 
of Chicago, who introduced as temporary 
chairman ex-Congreeaman John F. Finnerty, 
of Illinois. . 

Tho opening of tho convention was marked 
by intense enthusiasm. Tho formal open- 
ing of the proceedings was long delayed by 
tho reading of telegrams from British Bym- 
pathizsra in all parts of the world and tho 
delay was lDoreaaod by the groat care taken 
to prevent other than authorized delegates 
passing the doorkeopors. Chairman Flnner- 
ty's spirited addroaB oalling for prompt and 
efficient acbion on behalf of Ireland, was fre- 
quently interrupted by the cheering of tho 
enthusiastic dolegates. No attompt was 
made to transact business at the opening 
seBalon and ab the conclualon of Mr. Finner- 
ty 'a spcooh the oonvontion adjjurnod for 
luncheon. Every seat in tho hall was occu- 
pied. The delegates woro seated by states, 
all the Btates in tho Union being represent- 
ed, as aho Canada and Australia, One of 
tho sconoa was the welcome tendered 
O'Donovan Roaaa when ho walked down the 
aislo and took a seat among tho Now York- 
ers. There was one lady delegate, Miss 
Fanny O'Grady, of Chicago. This, howover, 
Is not Miea O'Grady 'a first appoaranco in 
Irish conventions. 

A feature of Chairman Finnerty'a ad- 
dress, which ovnked enthusiasm, was tho 
following roforenco to Cuba : " I am bb good 
a citizen as any man, but I would welcome 
tho sight of ten thousand armed AmerioanB 
breaking the neutrality laws in bohalf of 
Cuba, and doubly would I welcome the 
sighb of 5,000,000 armed Americans break- 
ing the neutrality law with England In bo- 
half of Ireland." 

After Socrotary Sutton had read the call 
for tho oonvontion and tho original circular, 
an Ohio delegate triod, unauccosBfully, to 
have a stonographor ongaged to report tho 
mooting, but thoro woro no funds for auoh 
a purpoBe. The socrotary read tho various 
telegrams of congratulation, eaoh ono bring- 
ing forth much applause. The only inter- 
ruption, aBide from tho .applause, was when 
a mombor of tho Illinois delegation asked 
who signed ono of tho Dublin tolograms. 
" Novor mind who signed it," anaworod the 
Becrotary. " Tho men who signed thono 
tolograms doc'b intonil to havo themselves 
glvon away and their names made known."

London, Sept. 21 —Sir Houser Murray, 
who, in March last, was appointed to go to 
Newfoundland for the purpose of distribut- 
ing financial assistance to the colony which 
had beon voted by parliament, was to-day 
appointod to tho governorship of that colony. 

A spocial dispatch received at Amsterdam 
to-day from Bataviu, Javo, reports that a 
rebolllon has broken out among tho natives 
in the Portuguese portion of tho island of 
Timor. Troops that were sent to quell tho 
insurrection wore repulaed, and tho secre- 
tary and three agents of tho government 
were killod. The govoruor has Btartod for 
the intorior with reinforcements. 

A Berlin diepatch to tho Daily Nowa says : 
' The recent arreBb at Cologne of a oouple of 
French spies has led to the discovery of a 
comploto and far-reaching system of espion- 
age. Many persons, inoluding Gormans, are 
involved. ArreBts are impending at Cologne, 
Magdeburg, Brunswick and Rasing. 

Tho Paris correspondent of tho Daily 
NewB says the town council of Avignon has 
agreed to spand £180,000 sterling upon the 
reatoration of the Pope's palace 

A special dispatch from Shanghai, says 
thab 30,000,000 taola, silver, have beon do- 
p'ositod at Shanghai by the Chinese govern- 
ment to pay the Bupplemontary indemnity 
required by Japan as a consideration of the 
evacuation of the Liao Tung peninsula. 

President Faure has conferred the grand 
cordon of the legion upon General Dragoml- 
roff who represented Russia ab the French 
army manoeuvres at Mircoourb lasb week. 

Some time ago a firm of cartographers 
doing business in this city received an ordor 
from a house in Constantinople for the 
British admiralty charts of the DardenelloB. 
The order waa promptly filled. The 
Chroniole published a dispatch from its cor- 
respondent at Constantinople, saying that 
thooo charts were procured for the Turkish 
ministry of war, and that they are intended 
for the use of engineers in laying torpedoes 
in thoatraltB. 

In its issue to-day Truth, referring to the 
athletic contests ab New York on Saturday, 
says: "This successful athletic meeting 
will remove a lot of bad feeling between tho 
two countries." It hopes that the holders 
of the Amerioa's cup will take a lesson from 
the conduct of their fellow countrymen on 
the running track: "We do not mind a 
square beating. It is the hanky panky 
trloks of the Yankee yaohtsmen that irri- 
tate UB." 

The amouhb of bullion withdrawn from 
tho Bank of England on balance to-day was 
£267,000. 

It is reported at Shanghai thab China has 
rejected the British demand for the ban- 
ishment of the ex- viceroy of Sze-chuen. 

An Imperial decree has been issued to ap- 
point LI Hung Chang and all the mombors 
of the Taung Li Yamen to formulate an 
extra treaty botwoen China and Japan. 

CAPTAIN HOOPER'S REPORT. 

lie Announces to the Washington Authorities 
the Seizure of the " Beatrice ''—Sealers 
Generally Careful. 

Washington, Sept. 24.— Capb. C. L. 
Hooper, of the revenue outtor Rush, has re- 
ported to the Secretary of tho Treasury the 
soizuro of the British schooner Beatrice on 
August 20 within the prohibited zone, as 
fixed by the PariB award. The Rush 
overhauled a large number of ves- 
sels and on coming up with tho 
Beatrico, Captain Hooper himself boarded 
her, and found 140 Bkins, the taking 
of only sixty of which was re- 
corded in tho log. Other ovldenco was 
secured amply sufliciont, It is naid to justify 
tho Beizjre and the vossol was taken to 
Unalaska and turned over to the British ahip 
Pheasant. 

While thoro was a large number of sealing 
vessels within tho the zono en route homo 
from Japan, no irregularities woro discov- 
ered on any of thorn. The sealers, Capt. 
Hooper says, seem to eoent danger and aro 
exceedingly careful. 

Thcro are rumors of scaling law violations 
bub tho captain is of tho opinion that thoso 
reports are without foundation. Ho has 
failod to find guns or aealskina with 
shob holes in thorn and the ves- 
els have been searohed and the 
akins oxamined and counted this season as 
never before. Ho cannot bolieve, therefore, 
thab any violations of the regulations oould 
havo escaped him. 

RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

Openinir of a Russian Bank at I'eklne;— A 
Struggle for Supremacy With 
England. 

London, Sept. 24. — Ib Is announced thab 
with tho sanction of tho Cz*r, a Russian 
bank with very large capital will soon bo 
opened for business at Peking, with a branoh 
ab Shanghai. Some of tho most prominent 
finonolorB and merchants in Russia are in- 
torested in tho scheme, whioh has 
been seorotly canvassed. This entorpriso is 
regarded as another indication of Russia's 
determination to wrest tho commeroial as 
woll as political supremacy in tho Far East 
from Eogland. Trading ommissarioB of 
Russia have freoly assisted the government 
of China with money, and hs.ve already 
penetrated the interior of China, where 
they aro supplanting the British. An arti- 
olo which appoars in this evening's Ibsuo of 
the Olobo indicates tho alarm with which 
the English viow the situation. This article 
says : 

" Russia will unquestionably extort from 
China the right of way through Manchuria 
for, the trans-Slborlan railway. A strugg'e 
for supremacy in Asia Is upon us. If Brit- 
ish it fluenoe does nob go under altogether 
wo must bear our part in tho old masterful 
spirit without delay. Thanks to our good 
relations with Japan, we ought to bo able to 
work that powor to our advantage politic 
ally and commercially."

Ottawa, Sept. 24.— More than ordinary 
interest attaches to the meetings of the 
cabinet which will be hold during tho ucxt 
week or two. That tho business to bo 
transacted is important may bo gauged by 
tho fact that the Govornor-Genoral Ib making 
a special trip to Ottawa in ordor to bo readi- 
ly available for consultation, Among the 
matters whioh will b) dotorminad soon arc 
the filling of tho preaont cabinet vacancy, 
tho date of tho mectlug of parliament and 
tho appointment of aoveral judicial aniE 
other oilicorB. 

With regard to tho portfolio of agricul- 
ture, public opinion still points to 
Dr. Montague as the successor to 
Hon. Mr. Angers. Rotative to the novr 
cabinet minister thoro is still considerable 
uncertainty, Mr. JoncaB, and Mr. Girouard, 
of JacqueB Cartior, being mentioned. The 
latter, ib is said, Is tired of politics and is 
generally looked upon as Judge Fournier'c 
successor on the Supreme court bench. 
Should he accept tho appointment he would 
without doubt bo Chief Juatico of Conwia 
before many years aro over. 

One of tho reaaona which haa to do with 
Lord Aberdeen's flying trip to the Capital it 
said to be the approaching visit of Hall 
Caine in connection with copyright matter*. 
Although Mr. Caine is eimply tho repre- 
sentative of the Society of Authors, he will 
receive hearty greetings from the Governor- 
General and ministers.

Premier Mowat About to Return— Reception 
to Hon. Mr. Blake— Death of an 
Old Citizen. 

Toronto, Sept. 24.— (Spocial) -Sir Olivor 
Mowat will sail from Liverpool on Thursday 
next, and ia expected to arrive in Toronto 
two weeks from to-day. From a letter re- 
ceived by his family during tho past few 
days, lb Is learned that the Premier ia in ex- 
cellont health. 

Mr. Dale, recantly professor of Latin ab 
Toronto University, haa accepted an offor 
from Queen'a University, Kingston.

RUSSO-JAPANESE TliEATY. 

Ratifications Exchanged— Japanese Troops In 
Korea to lie Reduced— Arrest of Sus- 
pects In Foochow. 

Yokohama, Sopt. I'd.— (Per Empress of 
India,) — Ratifications of tho revised treaty 
bafcweon Russia and Japan wore oxohangod 
at tho foreign offico In Toklo, September 10. 
The agroomont is nearly idontioal with thab 
reoently onautod by tho United States and 
Japan. 

For aovoral monthB the detachmenb of 
Japanese troops in Korea has oonsisted of 
nino Infantry companies, postod at Seoul, 
Wiju, Gonsan and Fuaan. Ab bhe requesb 
of bhe king this small body Ib to bo dimin- 
ished to four companies. Japanese military 
officors doubt the expediency of the reduc- 
tion, bub tho experiment is nevertheless bo 
bo tried, 

Amoriaan ship building and manufactur- 
ing interests in Japan are represented by 
Irving M. Soobt, of the Union works ; 
Captain Zallnski, of thoBothlehom foundry; 
General Goorgo B Williams, of tho Cramp 
foundry ; A. R. Whitnoy, jr. , of the New 
York Whitnoy houso ; Lieut. -Colonel Hun- 
«lk«r, of tho Carnogio works, and E. Tur- 
nanor, of tho Eloctrio compiny of Scho- 
nootady. They, with othor agonts of largo 
American establishments, are awaiting op- 
portunities to compote for tho contracts 
which the government is oxpectod to mako 
in connection with the proposed expansion 
of tho naval and military systems of the 
cnipiro. 

Through tho Japanoso Legation ob Pe- 
king it is learned bhab U S. Envoy Dauby 
has been instructed by President Cleveland 
to institute an inquiry into the safety of 
American residents in China, preparatory 
to making demands upon the Chinese 
authorities for thoir permanent proteotion. 
A commission will bo appointod, consisting 
of United States ollicors, and including at- 
taches of the legations in Peking and Tokio. 

Tho latest advices from Foochow report 
that ono hundred and twenty-six BUBpooted 
porsons havo been arrested ; thab twenty- 
seven have been tried and twenty. threo 
found guilty ; and bhat thirty-one others are 
certain to be oonvtcted. Tho assailant of 
Miss Hartford, theAmerlcan missionary, haB 
been oaptured. In Bpite of these apparently 
decisive measures, signs of disturbance aro 
deteoted in other parts of Fo-kien prov- 
ince, in whioh no BtepB havo been taken for 
the preservation of order. The United 
States ship Pobrel is on bhe way from Japan 
to Fooohow. 

The N. C. Daily News publishes a report 
from Chengtu to bhe effect that lue amount 
of indemnity to be paid bhe Roman Catholic 
missions for damage dono by the rioters in 
that province is to bo something like Tls. 
700,001. Furthermore bhab bho work on the 
Roman Catholic church ab Yitungchiao has 
already commenced. The delay of bho Brit- 
ish and American ministers in Bending a 
commission to Chengtu has raised bhe rumor 
amongsb natives of Szeohuan that no com- 
mission is to bo sent after all, and thab bhe 
Chungking Taobai will probably be tho per- 
son to settle the British and American 
claims. The Roman Catholic priesta in 
Szeohuan are now being treated in a most 
deferential manner. 

On Soptembor 11 620 fresh caseB and 425 
deatha from choktru wore repo-Ved through 
nut tho Japanese emplro. These included 
30 cases and 21 deaths in Tokyo, 15 cases 
and 4 deaths in the urban districts of 
Kyoto, 10 oaBes and 8 deaths in bhe urban 
distrlots of Oaaka, U cases and 8 deaths in 
Yokohama, and 11 cases and 9 deaths in 
Kobe.

retracted Passage of the Ship 
"Thomas Stephens"— Wreckag-e 
Near Flattery. 



Anival of Sealers— The Seized Schoon 
era-Copper Island Catches-The 
"Empress of India " 



After a protracted aid moat exciting pas 
eage between here and England the long ex 
pected ship Thomas Stephens, dipt. Bald 
ng, came to anchor In the Royal Roads at 2 
'clock yeatorduy mornlDg. It la wonderful 
that the ship ever reached port after the 
trying experiences through which the came. 
Sho sailed from Cardiff with ooal for H. M. 8. 
navy on December 27 last and was oil Cape 
St. Johns, Sbaton Island, in 46 days, having 
crossed the equator In 17 daya. For the 
next four days fine weather with calma was 
experienced, only to be followed by quito 
different conditions. On the night of Febru- 
ary 15 the ship was struck by a terrible 
squall. The big tall spurs with thoir num- 
erous stanchions and fittings gave 
way, but fortunately the tempest Boon 
subsided ; though a hurrlcano quickly arose 
bearing from the north to the west and 
southwest. Thla was succeeded by still 
another blow on February 22 which com- 
pletely dia»b!(id tho ship. Her sails, und la 
fact everything moveable on deck, went 
with the wind and aoa. He apara wont like 
matchwood and tho good veBael was bo 
roughly handled by thu storm that immo 
diate ropaire wore imperative. The fury of 
the gale having abited tho Stcphona headed 
for the Falkland islands, and bafore proceed- 
ing very far fall in with Lord Carnarvon's 
yacht, tho Kathorino, whioh had boen on a 
hunting expedition in the Southorn seas. 
She took tho Thomas Stephens in tow and 
brought her to port. On reaching the Falk- 
land islands Captain Belding proposed to 
make all repaira, bub whilo ihero received 
instructions from bhe owners and tho in- 
surance agents to proceed to Capetown, 
Scuth Africa, four thousand miles out 
of her courso. Captain Belding aays 
regarding the (hipping authorities at the 
points which he touched on oho Falkland 
islands that " they are nothing bbttor than 
a legalized gang of pirates." It was May 15 
when the ship reaahed Capetown, and it 
waa on the 22ad of the following month that 
she aailod from there for Esquimalt. The 
vcBsel was during the intorval ro-Bparred, re- 
rigged and thoroughly repaired, and is now 
nowise the worse for hor arduous passage. 
Off Cape Flattery on Thursday Captain 
Belding passed through a quantity of wreck- 
age, but being under full sail could not 
exumino it. The wreckugo consisted of 
hatches, a sextant box and some broken 
caaoa. After paaBing this for some time the 
Bhip ran into a fog and was detained three 
daya. Yeaterday she wbb towed into E qui- 
malt in charge of Pilot Thompaon by the tug 
Conatance. 

RETURN Of A TRIO OF HEALERS. 

Three more eoalera anchored in JameB 
Bay yesterday, having ompleted their Boa- 
nnn's cruises. They are the Diana, Captain 
Nelsoa, with 1,161 skins; the Fortuna" 
(Japb. J. CouBine, with 219 skins ; and the 
Vera, Capt. VVm. Shields, with 1,332 skina. 
The two first mentioned came direct from 
the Copper island coaBt, cot having been 
near Behrlng Sea, Their passages were un- 
eventful, though the Diana mot with aomo 
pretty bad woather and was slightly dam- 
aged. Sho only brought 292 skins, her 
Copper island catch, the remainder that 
were procured on the Japan ooaab having 
arrived here on the Northern Pacific atoam- 
ship Eakdale some months ago. Capb. Nel- 
son bringa news regarding the sealers of the 
Canadian fleet which are hunting on the 
Copper island coast. They are as 
foliows, the catches given including 
those obtained on the Japan coast : 
August 16— Mermaid, 1.700; Casco, 1,500 ; 
Auguat 21— Geneva, 1,453, and Ocean Bolle, 
1,521 ; roported— Umbrina, 1,800. August 
25 or thereabouts— Sadie Turpel, 1,300 j 
Idaetta, 1,200 ; Pioneer, 1,500 ; and Mary 
Taylor, 700. Tho Genova will not Btart for 
home until the middle of September, while 
tho Oooan Belle will leave probably a week 
earlier. The Fortune, whioh returned yes- 
terday, is ono of the Halifax schooners 
which left the Eastern coast to join the Vic. 
toria fieab last winter. She headed direct 
for tho Copper island coast aft< r 
leaving Halifax, and consequently hi r 
present visit is hor first appearance 
here. Sho is a fine sohroner of 97 tors 
register, and Is owned by a company of 
which Thos. Forham ia managing director. 
The third of the trio to roturr, the Von 1 , 
brings 4-19 skina from Bohring sea. Hi r 
Copper ioland catoh waa 15, whilo her Japan 
coast take was 868 skinB. From Ounalaska 
to tho time sho droppod anchor in port ahe 
only occupied ten days on tho homeward 
voyage. 

VOYAGE OF THE " EMPRESS." 

The Empre8B of India, which arrived from 
Yokohama yesterday, brought news of a 
murder on board that occurred the day be- 
fore tho departure from the ohief Japaneso 
port. The viotim ivau Le Siting, one of tho 
cooks on the big whito linor, and his assail- 
ant a JapanoBO wharf hangor, who came 
aboard to soil notions whilo tho ship lay at 
anchor, A quarrel arose- over ft pair of 
trouaere, which tho Jap claimed to have 
been pilfered from his pack and a clasp 
knife was usod with deadly effect, one of 
Shing's assistants also being badly cut, Tho 
prisoner was held for trial at Yokohama and 
tho Empress proceoded on her otherwise un- 
eventful voyogo. Among her possengors 
across waa Mr. A. R. Whitney, jr., a mem- 
ber of tho New York firm of shipbuilders of 
Whitney Bros, ffl Co. who haa been 
in Japan negotiating with the gov- 
ernment of that country for a share 
of tho warship building recently authorized 
by the Mikado's parliament. Among thoother 
passengers wero Captain Cavendish, tho 
British attaoho who followed the Chineao 
army in the loto war; Judge Bartlotb and 
Attornoy W. B. Davenport, of Now York ; 
Captain Miller, superintendent of the Hong- 
kong naval yards now on his way homo to 
England ; J. S. B'.aak, of tho British con- 
sular sorvico in Japan, who ia now visiting 
his homo in England after an absence of 
years ; J. H. Gilos and Miss Giles, of Glas- 
gow, who havo boen making a round the 
globo tour, and Captain Anderson, of the 
Scottish Oriental Steamship Company, who 
Is on route to Glasgow to bring out a new 
veesel for thoir Asiatlo floot. The stcorage 
Hot of passengora was somowhab smaller 
than usual, bub tho froighb consignments 
wero satisfactorily large, 

THE SEI/.ED "LOUIS OLSEN's" ARRIVAL. 

Mra, Cole, wifo of Captain Cols, the un- 
lucky skipper of the soizsd American 
■ohocnor Louis Olson, yesterday received 
word of hor husband's arrival at Astoria, 
tho vessel's homo porb. Tho account of the 
schooner's sealing venture, as given by ono 
of the orow, Is as follows : " Wo loft Vic> 
toria for Japaneso waters on the 22nd of 
January, and after light weather and an un- 
eventful trip roaohed the neighborhood of 



Hakodate, where we fished for some months 
Our luck was very poor, and the whole 
season only netted us 600 skins, whioh we 
sent nBhoro at Hakodate. Six of our brat 
pullers left at thia porb and went away in 
various vessels. None of the schooners w 
fell in with on the Japan side had much 
luck, and we fared better than most of 
them. 

" The Olson then made for Bahriog 10a, 
which we fished for over a month. We bad 
340 skins aboard when one day an we were 
lying to the south of the island of Sb. 
Ueorgo, with no boats out, tho rovenuo cut- 
ter Rush ran up to ub in tho fog and sent a 
biat crew alongside. Tho commander in- 
formed Captain Cole that the vessel was 
within the prescribed aixty mile limit of St, 
George island, and that he would have to 
seiz3 her und oonvoy her to her home port. 
We protested that wo believed oureelvea to 
bo thirty miles outnide of tho limit, bub the 
head offioer of the Rush put every man on 
board under arrest and placed Lieut. Dun- 
woody in ohrrge, with Instructions to bring 
the Olsen to Astoria and there await orders 
from bhe department." 

EQUINOCTIAL fJALES. 

With the beginning of tho equinoctial 
storms on Sunday sailors along the Pacific 
Cosst are painfully reminded of the shipping 
disasters of laBt year, when on September 
28, the oolliera Ivanhoo, Kewoonaw and 
VlontBerrat wore lost off Capo Flattery. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Eight oar loads of sheep, conaigned to 
Lnvreuco Goodacre, wero brought In from 
the Sound by tho Btoamer Sehomo yeater- 
day, Tho stoamer did not urrivo until 12 
o'clock and only Bpont an hour in port. She 
had been detained on the way by making 
a special trip to Port Angeles for a car load 
of salmon to be Bhippod East from Seattle 
over tho Northorn Paoific. Sho will be on 
time, however, to-day. 

Tho case cf the sealing schooner E. B 
Marvin will take its coureo through the law 
courts, and the 370 seal skins aboard tho 
vessel are to be Bold, these proceedings be 
ing in accordance with the Roar Admiral's 
orderB given yesterday. 

The Bohoonor Salpan, according to the 
Yokohama Advertiser, has been Bold to Mr, 
Peterson of thia city. Tho Sapain is tho 
schooner whoso eventful cruiae down to 
Guam was recently the subject of extensive 
press dispatches. 

So fierce is the competition for the 
Oriental trade, Bays a San Francisco paper 
that tho rates on tea havo been reduced oven 
ae low as ono cent and one and a quarter 
conts from China to New York. 

Tho steamer City of Puebla arrived from 
S*n Francisco yesterday afternoon. She 
brought about the uaual sized freights and a 
good number of passengers.

THE SPBECH-MA KBR. 

Mr. Luurier is making another stumping 
ionr in Ontario. Wo have a slight suspi- 
cion thab even tho Liberals themselves are 
gfotting tired of their silver-tongued orator. 
oTtoy are Boding that such spoechoa as he 
nukes aro too sweet to be wholesome. They 
jure not satisfying. They want something 
cnoreBolid and substantial than tho goodies 
which he is continually giving them. They 
»re becoming irritated because they cannot 
suuwer in a way aatiBfactory even to tb.em- 
sbItbi the objection to Mr. Laurler's ora- 
Mon», made by the Conservatives, that there 
is nothing In them. Quite a number 
»J the Liberals are earnest men' 
who do not believe that it is the chief end of 
» abatoaman to dodge the queationa that are 
before the people, and to give those who go 
io hear him an infinite amount of nothing. 
Thoy waut to know how Mr. Laurier pro- 
poses to deal with tho trade question. 
They find that after all tho fine spoeohes 
which their leader has madn thoy know just 
u little about his policy with reapoot to the 
tariff aa they did twelve months ago. They 
»ra beginning to suspect that Mr. Laurier ia 
Mi adopt in the art of how-not-to-say-it, and 
they are very far from feeling politically 
any or comfortable. They sigh for an hour 
of Maokonzie, and they are looking on Cart- 
wright with indulgence. These men when 
they addressed the public always said some- 
ohinR, and they meant what they eaid. 

Tho Liberals, too, are desirous to find 
where Mr. Laurier stands upon tho Manito- 
ba school question. They are told that he 
lays one thing in one provinoe on that ques- 
tion and another and quite a different thing 
la another provinoe. At beat, he ao ex- 
presses himself that plain people find ib im- 
possible to make oub exactly what ho moans. 
When they are taunted with this by the 
Tories they get angry, chittly becauso thoy 
have to admit to themselves that it is no- 
thing more than the truth. They perhaps 
bopc that this time Mr. Laurier will speak 
plainly, that he will lay down a policy for 
the Liberals which thoy can understand and 
whioh they will bo able to approvo and do 
f&nd. Wo believe that they will bo diaop 
pointed. Mr. Laurier will in Ontario con- 
tluuo to make protty Bpoechos, but thoy v.-ill 
contain very littlo that plain and earnest 
Ijborals will consider satisfying. 

Mr. Laurier ia gaining for himself the ro 
putation of being a moro maker of speeches 
Ho is not looked upon, and wo bollovo ho will 
auvor bo looked upon, as a working states 
man, aa a man of action as well as a man of 
words. 



The seizure cf the Marvin by Captain 
Hooper, of tho United States outter Ruah, 
can only bo accounted for by assuming that 
the commander of the Rush, like a good 
many more of his countrymen, regards evory 
Britiah Bubject who hunts the seal in Bohring 
Sea as a poacher or a pirate. M&ny Ameri 
cans believe that the aoale in Behriog Sea, 
no matter how far from land thoy may 
wander, are the property of the United 
StatoB, and that no one except cltizenB of 
that oountry haa a right to hunb thorn. Of 
course thore is not the slightest ground for 
this olsim to ownership. The fur seal are 
classed by tho law of nations feint natural, 
and when found on tho high Boas 
are the property of the man who 
succeeds In capturing or killing them. This 
was the docision of tho Behring Soa arbitra- 
tors and thia is what is belioved by all mon 
competent to form an opinion on the subjoob, 
no matter to what nation thoy may happen 
to bolong. 

But, as wo all know, boliofa aro not always 
founded on reason, and we also know that 
whon onco a man or set of mon get ib into 
their hoads that they have a right to any- 
thing ib ie very hard Indeed to convince 
them that they aro wrong. If Capt. Hooper 
entertains this notion with regard to the 
ownership of tho fur soals, ho should 
have been particularly oaroful nob to 
allow it to influence his aotion in 
the performance of his duty. He 
Bhould have treated British sealers when 
he came across them according to what had 
been declared to bo the law. It wob nob for 
him to have an opinion with regard to the 
soundness or the unsoundness of the law as 
laid down by the Paris Arbitrators. Bub it 
would be utter foolishness to suppoae thab a 
man who aoted as he did in the caao of the 
Marvin was free from prejudice. Ib is easy 
to see that all he wanted wob an excuse to 
condemn the veasol. No man of common 
sense will say that because ono skin in a lot 
of over throo hundred appeared as if it 
might have been shot he was justified with 
out inquiry in seizing the vessel. The break 
in the skin might have been made in a dozen 
wayB. There waa oerbainly room bodoubt that 
it had been made by a bullet, and he was 
bound to give tho ship the benefit of 
that doubt. Tho word of the captain of the 
sealing schooner and his crew was entitled 
to some weight, There was nothing that wo 
have seen to strengthen Captain Hooper's 
suspicion, for that is all his accusation 
amounted to. And wo submit o bare suBpi 
cion was very Blight ground indeed on which 
to Bpoil the vessel's voyage and to inflict 
serious damage on her owners and her crew. 

It Bhould not bo forgotten that tho dlffi 
oulty of obtaining any compensation for tho 
injury dono by the Commander of the Rush 
In the execution of his duty is very great in 
dood. He cannot bo held personally respon- 
blo for any blundor he may make or any in- 
justice ho may Inflict, and wo noed not tell 
British Columbians that tho United States 
ia very alow indeed in making reparation 
for illegal aots committed by the command- 
ora of ita cruisers. 

It might be supposed that the men who 
woro entrusted with the command of cruisers 
employed in such duty as tho Rush haa been 
doing, would bo men of experience and 
proved discretion. Seizing tho vessels of a 
foreign nation in tho pursuit of their lawful 
vocation is very delicate and might be 
dangorouB work. International disputes 
which have had a very aoriouB onding havo 
grown out of aota lesa important and leea 
offensive than that of Captain Hoopor in 
seizing a vossol on tho high soaa on no better 
grounds that the shadow of a suspicion.

The business of the 
Commissioners is to find the true line, and 
with tho treaty before them lb is very diffi- 
cult to aeo how they oan go astray, particu- 
larly aa far aa the water boundary la con- 
cerned.

A DIFFICULT POSITION. 

Lord Salisbury is at tho present moment, 
with roBpect to Turkey, in a very peculiar 
position. Ho has, both in London and Con- 
stantinople, used somo vory strong languago 
with respcob to tho Armenian outrages. Ho 
ius urgently rcquostod the Sultan to insti 
lute reformB in Armonia. Ho, too, haa been 
oaroful to lob nob only tho Britiah nation but 
the wholo civilized world know what aro hia 
opinions and his intentions with rogard to 
Armenia. Ho is ostensibly backed up by 
Jrnnco and Russia. 

Tho Sultan has listened to Lord Salis- 
bury gravely and politoly, He may have 
protested a little, though If he haa lb has 
Jxrnn vory gently. But ho haa done nothing. 
He has nob taken a single stop towards 
carrying oub tho reforms which the British 
Premier haa odvooatod so strongly and so 
publicly. Tho Sultan's inortia seomB to bn 
invincible. Nothing can induco him to 
move. It is said that his inaction is ap 
cwovod aocrotly by Russia, and that it Ib 
not altogothor displeasing to Franco. What 
is Lord Salisbury to do ? After saying so 
much as ho baa eaid and leading tho poople 
io believe that tho Sultan would nob bo 
de«9 to his oxhortatlona, Is ho cow to 
•withdraw and leave Lho unhappy Armenians 
ia their fato? Ib is believed that

PROMISING CAREER CLOSED. 

Death of Charles Uaywaril, jr., lit Kaiuloopa 
Yestorday Homing. 

Tho illnoBB with which Charloe Hayward, 
jr., has been prostrated at Ivimloops for 
sovoral wooks paat terminated fatally yea- 
torduy morning. His father, Mr. Charlea 
Hayward, chairman of tho public school 
board of thia olty, only recently returned 
from a viaib to Kamloopa, reporting an im- 
provement in tho patient's condition whioh 
gave promise of early recovery, Mra. Hay- 
ward remaining with her aon. The parenta' 
hopes were, howovor, doomed to disappoint- 
ment, and by this morning's Btoamer Mr. 
Hayward left for tho Mainland, to meet at 
Miaalon City the bereaved mobhor who ia ac- 
companying the remains on their way home 
to Victoria for intorment. 

Tho docoaaed waa born in Victoria in 1864, 
and educated at tho public and high schools, 
aohlevine tho honorablo diatinotion of win- 
ning the Govornor-Goneral'a gold modal and 
subsequently paaaing tho Dominion Civil 
Service examination with honors. Aftor 
leaving school hia first employment was with 
Mr. E. Brow Baker, on whose recom- 
mendation he was appointed to a 
position in tho Dominion Government 
aavinga bank hero, where he proved hiniaolf 
a truabworthy and valuable officer, and held 
tho responsible position of teller when at 
tho end of aoven years foiling health caused 
him to resign. To recover from the effects 
of an attaok of typhoid fever he spont a 
seaaon in Southern California, and then en- 
tered the Bervioe of tho Provincial Govern- 
ment as timber inspector, with headquarters 
at Kamloops, and hia field of operations 
being in a olimato calculated to bring 
about oomplete restoration to hoaltb. His 
prospects were excellent, until after an 
arduous trip through West Koobenay he had 
an attack of hemorrhage of the lungs, the 
evil effect of whioh was increased by a fall 
from a buggy, producing complications to 
whioh he yesterday suooumbed. 

The sad party will arrive on tho steamer 
this evening.

A strange tale of the soa is that told by 
tho Japanoao p pera roculvod by tho Em- 
proaa yesterday, regarding tho stranding of 
tho O. & O. Btoamer Belgio at tho entrance 
to tho Gulf of Toyo on the bright moonlight 
evening of Sunday the 8th insb. What 
oauood tho diaaator ia a question, tho solu- 
tion of which ia extremely difficult, and 
which even now soema no noaror explanation 
than on tho night it hopponod. Rough 
woather had provailod along tho treacherous 
Japan coast for upwards of a week, but 
when the BbIgIc paaeed Mela ledge proper 
the atorm had subsided, and neither wind 
nor Boa threatened tho safety of tho ship. 

After passing Capo King hor course lay 
due west in order to olear the point of 
Sunosaki. To the surprise of the pasaen- 
gera familiar with the country they wore in 
a few minutes confronted instead by a 
rugged, surf-beaten coast, plainly visible in 
tho pale moonlight and to which tho vessel 
waa making direct and at full speed. 
Captin Walker waB himself on tho 
bridge and in command, and no ono 
thoughb of danger oven among tho 
passengers until at 8.30 p.m. the Bolgio 
grounded— bumpod — thon oraahod baw on 
upon tho shore and slowly swung round 
broadside to the aoa. 

Then for a few moments confusion reign- 
ed, the excitement being intensified by the 
bragic death of Second Officer Beckman 
during tho lowering of ono of the boats 
whioh he was commissioned to tako ashore. 
Tho fatality waa witnosaod by practically 
all on board, though no one could stretch 
out a hand to save— bo suddenly waB poor 
Beckman shaken from the boat and carried 
away by the saa. The vessel waB at thia 
time within a stone's throw of Bhore, though 
between the current was running with ter- 
rific Bpood, and both wind and eoa woro 
rising. When at laab the boat waa lowered 
Purser Nlswandor and two of the 
passengers — one European and one Jap 
anose — voluntoerod to risk their lives 
and execute Captain Walker's com- 
mand to telegraph for assistance from 
the Y'okohama office of the aompany. Thoy 
eucceedod in making a landing with consid- 
erable difficulty, and their message from 
Takyama was tho first intimation had in 
Y'okohama as to the disaster. 

Tho cabin paBaongere, fifteen in number, 
were the nexb day taken aafely to Yoko- 
hama by the atoamer Reatleaa whioh also 
transferred to port tho maila and apocio 
carried by tho Bolgio. At last accounts the 
oonditlon of the steamer waa bad but far 
from hopelesB ; she lay spitted on the 
rocks beyond Mela ledge, but with tho 
groator part of her weight resting on sandy 
bottom and offering no Bpecial or insur- 
mountable obstacle to removal. 

How the aooldont occurred ia what ia 
puzzling everyone. Captain Walker, strange 
to say, has offorod no explanation, either to 
tho public, his agents or the authorities, 
even in the face of the direct statements of 
the paaaongerB that the boaching of 
the veaaol waa wholly inexouRablo. As 
be has always hitherto enjoyed the 
reputation of a courteous, careful, reliable 
and competent officer, his conducb on the 
presont oocaalon seems all tho moro remark- 
able He baa always had a special dread of 
the Japaneao coast, howovor, and has on 
more than ono occasion expreeeed the con- 
viotion that his fato would eventually givo 
him a grave in tho breakers that thunder on 
theae aamo troaohoroua rocka. Tho aceno of 
tho grounding ia bub a fow yorda beyond 
whoro tho Tokyo Maru came to grief not 
two yoara ago and npnonitn rhe point on 
whioh tho Pacifio Mail atoamer City of 
Tokyo mot hor fato. Had tho Bolgic been 
under alow atoam at tho timo of her atriking 
tho explanation that tho currenta awung hor 
on Bhore might have been put forward ; aho 
waa, howover, kept on full apoed ahoad, 
oven when tho unbroken coast-lino loomed 
before hor like a grim wall, and what ex- 
planation Captain Walker will make to hia 
owners and iho public when ho doea unaoal 
hie lipa it ia difficult to imagine

ETHELWYN AND SPRUCE IV. 

The First Rare Falls to the American, the 
Second Is Called Oil'. " Spruce ■' Ahead. 

Oyster Bay, Sept. 24. — Tho Amorlcan 
champion Ethelwyn won tho race for half 
rate yochta yeaterday. The course waB 
three mileB, hick and repeat, twelve miles in 
all. Tho preliminary signal waa given at 
12:30, and bho starting signal at 12:45. 
Tho Etbolwyn gob over tho line firat, and 
started away on a run before the wind. 
The Spruce IV followed oight aecondB 
lator. Both eet their spinnakers immedi- 
ately. The Engli8h boat succeeded in blan- 
keting tho Yankee, and at 12:50 had run by 
the Bthelwyn. The Ethelwyn overhauled 
her opponont, and tho yachta stood on 
almoBb even terms for a long time. The 
official time of rounding the first outor 
mark was : Ebhelwyn, 1:39:40; Spruce, 
1 39:57, so the Etholwyn was first by 17 
seconds on the first run before tho wind, 
which had freahened to about ton knots an 
hour. Tho Ethelwyn finished at 4:17:30, a 
mile ahoad of the Spruce IV, which finished 
at 4;54:58. 

The second race in tho serios was Bailed 
to-day and ended as did Saturday's by the 
race boing called off, Turning the fourth 
mark tho timo was : tipruco 4:55,12 ; Ethel- 
wynn 5:00:25-. This gavo the boats almoab 
an hour to run tho luBb leg but as the wind 
began to dlo out It was soon that there could 
bo bub little chance of finishing within the 
required limit, and ao tho race waa doolarod 
off until to-morrow.

Directions For Making :in<l Decorating 
Frames— Some Special Designs Which 
Amateurs -liny Reproduce. 

The most popular styles of photo- 
graph frames are heart shaped, round 
and oblong, but any shape and size may 
be mado to order in stout cardboard. 
Some, too, aro double, and others still 
have oprmhijjrs for several pictures. -Most

of these foundations are fitted with glass 
for the protection of the photographs. 
In many of the shops the frames are sold 
with a stamped linen cover to bo em- 
broidered and applied to the frame 
when worked in colored silks and 
pressed. Some frames are covered with 
brocade and others with silk. The Jap- 
anese variety of cotton crape, with a 
splashed gold pattern of sunbursts, also 
gives a pretty effect. 

To begin with the foundation, first 
solect tho material, and if the frame is 
to be of embroidered linen out a piece a 
triflo larger than tho frame. In cover- 
ing this foundation it is well to cover 
first with a layer of sheet, wadding. 
Glno tho 'wadding in place, and then the 
oovor proper must bo put on, care being 
taken that the embroidered design is in 
tho right place and that none of the 
glue gets \Vu tho face of the frame. Draw 
tho cover over the foundation as tightly 
as possible, gluing tho edges to the back 
of tho frame with good glue. Set it, 
away until tho gluo is dry. Then cut. 
out tho oponiug for the picture, leaving 
enough of the goods to hold firmly, hut 
not enough to bo clumsy in turning 
over tho edgo of tho opening, (jrluc 
these edges down inside the frame, place 
tho glass in position and fasten with 
pasted paper. 

Another stylo of frame is made which 
while being pretty is without tho pro- 
tective qualities of those just described, 
but it is made much more easily by any 
one who can paint. Buy heavy water 
color cards with rough, irregular edges 
— ragged edges — and also a sheet heavy 
enough to ho used for the backs of the 
frames and also for tho supports. In the 
center of each card draw accurately a 
form largo enough to show tho photo- 
graph to good advantage; then cut out 
with a sharp knife. A number of these 
cards decorated with tho same flowers 
and fastened together with a harmoniz- 
ing ribbon are a pretty addition to tho 
walls of a chamber, or a single one 
mounted and backed with cardboard 
and having a supporting strip to keep it 
standing looks pretty on either book- 
case or mantel. In gluing on tho backs 
to these frames leave tho top open, so 
that tho photograph may bo slipped in- 
to place. 

In addition to the foregoing general 
directions Tho Ladies' Homo Journal il- 
lustrates some special designs, among 
which is the watteau fan framo. This 
is especially intended for making in 
cardboard on account of tho serrated 
edges. Tho bowknots and flowers are 
in colors, tho scrolls and tho shade linos 
in gold. This framo can either hang or 
bo furnished with a support for stand- 
ing. 

Another framo illustrated by tho au- 
thority qnoted represents a novel appli- 
cation of tho plain glass frame. It is 
composed entiroly of glass, cabinet size, 
bound all around with ribbon. Each 
flap is formed of two pieces of glass, se- 
cured on thrco sides by sowing the rib- 
bon bindings together. Any number of 
flaps can be made. Thoy, in turn, are

A 
few painted flower sprays and butterflies 
add greatly to tho beauty of theso really 
charming, dainty and most useful recep- 
tacles. 



How to Muko rinm Jelly, 

Put on tho plums with barely enough 
water to start them cooking, and as soon 
as tho fruit heats sufficiently for tho 
juice to run lift from tho lire and strain 
through a bag without squeezing. Moas- 
uro tho jnico, and place over thofiro and 
allow it to boil £0 minutes before put- 
ting in tho sugar. Allow a pound of 
sugar to a pint of juice, and if tho sugar 
ho placed in tho oven and thoroughly 
dried and heated boforo it is added the 
jollying process will bo much hastened, 
and tho shorter tho time required for 
cooking tho lighter and prettier will 
be the color of tho jolly. As soon as tho 
juice boils up after tho sugar is put in, 
try a little in a spoon and see if it jol- 
lies, though frequently it will bo found 
to jelly round the odgos of tho kottlo 
before it will in the spoon. When tho 
first sign of jellying appears, romovo at 
once from tho fire, pour into clear thin 
jolly glasses and place in tho sun until 
cold and sufficiently thiok r.nd firm, 
after which cover closely with parch- 
ment paper, and keep the jolly in a dry, 
cool, dark closet. 



WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



A Lay Preacher's Sermon, unci a Very 
Profitable One. 

Ono of tho best sermons I have road 
in a long time has been preached by 
Eleanor Kirk in her "Idea. " Tho text 
is "Mine Own Arm. " She quotes from 
Isaiah, sixty -third chapter, lifth verse: 
"I looked, and there was none to help, 
and I wondered that there was nono to 
uphold. Therefore mine own arm 
brought salvation unto me, and my 
fury, it upheld mo. " There never was 
a difficulty that there was not a way out 
of it. Eleanor Kirk herself has demon- 
strated that, and she now seeks with all 
her enthusiasm, "fury," tho text would 
call, it, to mako othor women see tho 
same thing. Whatever wo want or need 
in reason wo can get it in this life, and 
we can get it ourselves. Tho reason 
that men havo nearly all the power, 
property, learning, influence and every- 
thing else good in this world is that 
they havo simply gone and taken this 
good with their own aims. Women havo 
hung back and waited for men to bring 
it to them. When men did not, because 
they wanted it for themselves, and 
there was not enough loft over to do 
any good after they got what they de- 
sired, women simply sat down and wept, 
and suffered in silence. Had not those 
they loved bidden them always to be 
meek and quiet and told them that was 
the kind of women men liked best? But, 
the t ime came when women were forced 
into breadwinning occupations by tho 
changes in our civilization. They did 
not want, to go. They thought it was 
not, aristocratic. They lingered, shiver- 
ing on the brink till they were absolutely 
shoved off tho ragged odgo into the 
current of work. Once there thoy found 
they could swim just as well as men 
could, and they liked it. By their own 
brains, thinking and planning by their 
own hands, they conquer all things. A 
lady tells me that she had always de- 
pended on others to provide for her old 
ago. She was approaching middlo life, 
and no provision had been made. She 
faced the inevitable ; then sho pulled 
herself together with mighty resolve. 
Sho determined that thence on she 
would never depend on any human be- 
ing but herself to take care of herself. 
Sho would enter into business, got 
money and lay up money. From the 
moment, she made that resolution things 
seemed to come her way. Tho deter- 
mined will to secure good is the key 
that unlocks all tho treasures of the 
universe. The lady prospered and laid 
up money and is already in possession 
of a modest, competency. Oh, my friends, 
you can work miracles "by mine own 
arm. ' ' 

A friond who lives on Staten Island 
writes: Mrs. Julia K. West, tho school 
commissioner elected two years ago in 
Richmond county, N. Y. , has displayed 
more backbone in ferreting out and an- 
tagonizing local evils in the county 
school system and resisting the encroach- 
ments upon her rightful authority of 
tho State superintendent's department, 
than any man official in tho county. 
Sho is now making a hot fight against, 
tho state superintendent in tho matter 
of his recent decision declaring her 
acts in a certain district reorganization 
case null and void. The superintendent 
quotes law to her. and sho says she wi 11 
give him more law than will please 
him. Even her political opponents de- 
clare that sho is the right person for the 
placo, because, womanlike, "when she 
will sho will and when she won't sho 
won't," not if tho heavens fall. 

Ono woman, a Mrs. Butler, voted at 
tho last parliamentary election in Eng- 
land.

Sho is sole 
editor of The Queen of Fashion. She so- 
lects or writes ovory lino of that paper 
and gets the illustrations for tho fashions 
and other things. Besides editing the 
paper itself she has also charge of tho ex- 
tensive paper pattern department which 
is operated in connection. There is not 
a newspaper man in Now York city who 
can do moro work than this energetic 
and brilliant young woman. 

At tho Atlanta exposition there will 
bo 125 models of inventions by women. 

Instead of trying to pass an ordinance 
that women bicyclers should not wear 
bloomers, on the ground that it was 
prejudicial to tho peace and good morals 
of tho "male residents" of Chattanooga, 
Alderman Crabtroo ought to havo intro- 
duced a resolution prohibiting tho male 
residents of Chattanooga from looking 
at tho bloomer women.

TECHNIC AND PRACTICE. 

Helpful Hints Based on the Long Experi- 
ence of a Successful Pianist. 

Technical practice should bo free from 
timidity. Careful thought and strict 
method should never cramp endeavor. 
The pupil should venture, nothing 
doubting, and tho teacher should kindly 
encourage his self trust. Good tone if- 
greatly tho outcome of muscular plastic- 
ity, it, is doubtless a law that stiff 
strokes and rigid fibers forco hard tone, 
and limber strokes and looso fibers olicit 
mellow tone. A sympathetic touch is 
to havo something of a mental prepara- 
tion and must be realized by a perfect 
co-operation of all tho joints of tho fin- 
gers, a looso but even wrist and plastic 
forearms. 

Equality 'of finger power is to bo at- 
tained, firstly, by a horizontal hand, al- 
ways avoiding the shed roof dip toward 
tho little finger, and, secondly, by much 
practice of accent exercises in various 
positions, and especially in scales and 
arpeggios, as in Mason's mothod. The 
practico of full arpeggio chords, with 
clear, oven, rapid movement, holding 
down every finger struck until all are 
raised simultaneously, is very useful. 
Puro finger strokes should b'o cultivated 
to the ability of playing oven powerful 
chords with them alone. Tho flexible 
independent action of the thumb is ver< 
necessary and should bo sedulously at- 
tended to. To remind amateurs that it 
should bo always over tho keyboard may 
seem needless, but in thousands of cases 
it is not. 

Power of tone is to bo sought in swift 
suddenness of stroke, not by bearing on 
the keys with the weight of the shoul- 
ders and body. A baby's hand with a 
spasmodic hit would bring out a loudei 
sound than would tho slow tread of an 
elephant's foot. Tho left baud should 
bo -well trained not only for its own 
work's sake, but because it will bo less 
liable to hamper execution with the 
right. Tho bass strings require more 
strength of touch than do tho treble 
The lowest note of a chord in tho has.-: 
should bo well heard, and ciphers and 
inequalities in tho other notes slionld 
bo avoided by putting each key prompt- 
ly and entirely down. In ordinary chord 
playing both hands should striko exact- 
ly together. In slow movements ama- 
teurs aro quite apt to let tho left ham: 
lead. 

Waste of motion on staccato notes and 
chords should bo shunned. Tho hand 
should not, after rising, fall with a 
threatening motion toward the keys, 
but rather retain its upwavdness for the 
next stroke. Elastic upward spring in 
short touches and piquant; notes should 
bo under full command, and tho hand 
uovor allowed to fall on thorn like a 
lump of putty. Extensions should be 
patiently done a little every day, with a 
very gradual increase of width, until 
after several months or a year tho fully 
grown hand can play a fourth easily 
with any two fingors. 

As to the number of hours one should 
employ in technical practico much will 
depend on the physical endurance of the 
player. When freshness and vigor seem 
to wane, it is best to take an intermis- 
sion. One hour of work witJi intenso at- 
tention and studious tact is worth moro 
than four hours of drowsy dawdling.

noisy and the round curved blade not 
much better, so tho present patent will 
bo welcome. 

This is not a chopper, but a sharp 
circular knife which revolves upon a 
steel pin and is simply used by rolling 
it backward and forward over or 
through the substance under treatment. 
This is a great advantage over tho clumsy 
straight machine, with which tho up 
stroke was practically wasted. Tho cut- 
ting odgo is keener and tho action is 
naturally absolutely silent. Finally, 
tho fact that it is rolled instead of 
beaten down upon tho board produces 
much lighter mincing, and in tho case 
of herbs, etc. .retains tho flavor and 
freshness of tho leaf without bruising 
it, as a heavier instrument would do. 



Canning Pears. 

Solect sound, perfect fruit, and be 
sure it is not too ripe. Pool and cut in 
halves or quarters as you prefer. Re- 
movo tho coro and throw into cold wa- 
ter ; prepare a sirup, allowing a pound 
of sugar to 4 pounds of fruit ; nso twice 
as much water as sugar for tho sirup. 
If the pears aro very hard, stoam them 
a few moments before putting them in 
tho sirup ; if thoy aro mollow, put them 
in tho sirup and cook slowly until ten- 
dor; lift out carefully and put in glass 
jars and screw covers on after tho oan 
is filled full of fruit and sirup. 

To preserve the pears: Prepare tho 
same as for canning. Weigh the fruit, 
and allow nearly as many pounds of 
sugar as of fruit, dissolvo with a little 
water, and when it comes to a boil skim 
well, add tho fruit and cook slowly. 
Watch closely that it does not burn. 
Fill glass cans or small stone jars with 
the fruit and sirup. If in jars, cover 
with white paper sealed over tho jar. 



Splcod Grapen. 

To 13 pounds of grapes, underripe, al- 
low 3 pounds of sugar, 2 teaspoonfuls 
each ground cinnamon and allspice, half 
teaspoonful cloves and quarter cupful 
vinegar. Pulp the grapes and boil tho 
skins until tender.

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DESPEKATE ENCOUNTERS. 



Spanish Forces Decisively Defeated 
by Cuban Insurgent Generals 
Cabreco and llaceo. 

Brntal Execution— Victory for the 
Government— Harbor of Havana 
Blocked by a Wreck. 



New York, Sept. 24, — Praeidonb Palma, 
of the Cubin revolutionary party in thia 
city, received a very Important letor from 
Cuba to day. Ib waa written September 14 
by a friend of Pedro Rovira, a Spaniah pri 
vato who deserted to the Cub in ranka a' 
Pera Sego, where CampoB waa defeated. In 
a later engagement Rovira waa captured by 
Spanish, courtmartialod and sentenced to 
receive forty laahea and be ahot. The aon- 
tonco waa oarried out while Ro- 
Tlra waa shouting for Cuban liberty. 
The Spaniarda were greatly InconBod againat 
htm aa he had killed three of their men be- 
fore being captured. The lettor says 
that all Santiago, where the exeoution took 
place, waa disgusted with tho Spaniards, 
and then goes on to describe a hard fought 
battle, in whioh tho Spaniah forcoa loat over 
300 men killed and .wounded. Tho letter 
says : 

"A man who was sick in hospital at 
Caaimbra escaped and told the Spaniah that 
General Jose Maoco waa sick in the Caaim- 
bra hospital and bad only thirty men with 
him. On the 30th of August Macao heard 
that 1,200 men— one battalion corps and 
a squadron of cavalry, with two 
pieces of artillery, were marching on 
him. Maceo mounted his horao and 
from tho mountain of Santa Maria recon- 
noitred the onemy'a position. Ho ordered 
eight of his men to keep up firing from am- 
bu8h bo as to decoive tho Spaniah, Mean- 
while he had Bent word to his brother, Gen. 
Antonio Maceo. 

"Oa August 31 tho Spaniarda got hold 
of Faenoia, and General Jose Maeeo forti- 
fied his few men in a plantation house noar 
the hos'pital. He wished to guard the 
right side of tho road leading to Baccalano, 
which skirted the hospital. Tho Spanish 
were slowly oloaing in on him when 
General Cabreco and a Cuban column aame 
to hia relief and mado the enemy evacuate 
their position. A hot engagement followed, 
in which the Spaniards regained their posi- 
tion, but were unable to hold it long aa Gen. 
Antonio Maceo suddenly appeared on the 
acene and with Cabreco and Col. Mlenninit, 
succeeded in wresting lb from Cataila and 
Garrido who commanded the Spaniah. 
The Spaniah now mado a brilliant charge, 
and for the third time they managed to 
secure the position, but in the engagement 
the Spanish captain of artillery waa mortally 
wounded, and they slowly withdrew, the 
Cubans fighting them baok." 

ThlB battle lasted from 5 a.m., to 1 p.m. 
It waa resumed in the early afternoon, 
however, and is deaoribed as followa : 
" Gen. Antonio Maoeo cleverly turned the 
Spaniah oolumn and gained the pass of Bao- 
calano. He then massed his troops before 
the Spanish vanguard, while Gen. J. 
Maceo got his men in the rear. 
A very desperate enaountor ensued. 
It raged until 9 o'olook at night, when It 
discontinued until dawn tho next day, Sep- 
tember 1. The Spaniah then commenced to 
retreat until they reaohed the Igubanabano 
field, where they wero able to uso their cav- 
alry, whioh was impossible on the mountains 
of Santo Maria. They did not gain any ad 
vantage, however, and after burning 
their proviaiona they continued to 
retreat to the mountains, whioh place they 
entered in scattered groups. Tho Spaniarda 
lost over 300 men, 40 horses and a large 
store of provisions and munitions of war." 

Havana, Sept. 23 —Official reports have 
been received here of an important engage- 
ment which la aaid to have resulted dis- 
astrously to the insurgents. Tho report 
says the troops captured tholr hospital, 
medicines, horsea, etc The Insurgents took 
to flight, leaving twenty-four killed. 

Aa the cruiaer Barcastegni constitutes a 
dangor to vessels In the Port of Havana, it 
has been decided to break up the hull of 
the vessel with dynamite. Divora have 
refused to work upon the wreck on aocount 
of the sharks. 



STOCKS IN NEW YOBK. 

Gold Exports Revived— Business About Equal 
In Volume to That of the Pre- 
vious Day. 

New Yoke, Sept. 24 — The chief featuro 
on the stock markot to-day waa thu revival 
of the gold export rumors whioh on the 
present speculative tempor naturally exerted 
a repressing effoot. Tho Btroob had como to 
tho conclusion that at least a temporary halt 
haa been reached in tho upward movomont 
of gold, and tho aontlmont haa been en- 
couraged by tho reported ateady though 
moderate incroaae in tho supply of cotton 
and other bills. Ths mombers of the late 
government bond Byndioato, however, still 
doclarc that further gold shipments at tho 
moment are improbable. The markot was 
about equal in volume of busiuooa to that 
of tho previous day, tho doalinge be- 
ing fairly well distributed. Tho granger 
and industrial shares wore again auspicious, 
and Reading also roachod prominenco. Tho 
market oponod aotivo and firm with slight 
gains in some of tho leading shares. Tho 
" hoara " promptly made a demonstration 
againBt the industrial Btocks and soon ox- 
tended thoir attention to the coalera and 
grangers. The downward trend of priaea 
was interrupted for but a brief period 
around mid day. The Bpoculation left off 
woak in tone with values at tho lowost of 
the day.

EXCITEMENT IN MEXICO. 

Outbreak Against Missionaries Feared— In- 
ternational Hatreds Aroused, 

City ok Mexico, Sept. 24. — International 
auBceptibilltiea are baing harahly ruillad 
theae daya. Some Mexlcana hired a couch, 
pub a hand organ by tho side of the drlvor, 
and went crying "Viva Cuba Libre" and 
" Death to the Spaniard," creating disturb 
ances. CotreB Espano, the organ of the re 
sldent Spanish colony, asked tho govern' 
monb to prevent any further insults to 
Spain, and intimated thab demonstrations 
on the part of the populace against Spain 
mighb end in a rupture of tho present cordial 
relations of the two oountrios. 

A Frenchman, hearing the report bh»t 
Bismarck was dead, which has been current 
here, drank toastB in which he insulted the 
German peoplo and the oxohancellor, and 
was roughly handled by tho Germane. 

Tho American miniater, Mr. RanBom, and 
CoubuI Crittenden requeat the Protoatant 
missionaries not to Isauo a daily paper at 
tacking the adoration of tho Virgin of Gua 
daloupe, it having been the intention of the 
misaionarlea to circulate a aper broadcast 
during tho coming coronation of tho virgin 
fostivltlna 

Tho Uaited States authorities hero fear a 
popular outbreak againBt missionaries, and 
Bay that in such an event tho United States 
government would bo placod in an awkward 
position, as missionaries would be guilty of 
having arousod tho popular passions against 
them. The missionaries havo boon recoiv- 
Ing threatening letters, threatening them 
with doath. 
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WEALTH OF KOOTENAY. 

Opportunities for Investment In tho 
Mineral Resources of the 
Country. 

(From tho ICootonay Mail.) 

The press and rosidonts of Kootenay havo 
ofbon boon accusod of "drawing tho long 
bow " when describing the mineral wealth 
of this section of tho province to strang- 
ers. Even the business mon of British Col- 
umbia, or a mujorlty of them, outBldo of 
Kootonay, have failed to grasp the situation. 
The result is that tho degree of development 
already attained Is due, almoBtt ontiroly, to 
tho acsistanco and onorgy of foreign capital, 
principally American, which, quiok to re- 
cognize an opportunity, gob a foothold horo 
while most of our moneyed men wore still 
doubting ThomaseB. But this statoof affairs 
is not likely to continue much longer. The 
visit of the board of trade delegates will 
open the eyes of our own poople to the op- 
portunities for investment which await 
them in tho mineral wealth of Kootonay, 
and as a result, it 1b to be hoped that before 
long we will be free from the reproach of 
leaving the development of our country, 
and the profits accruing therefrom, almost 
exclusively in the hands of Btrangera, The 
advocates of Kootenay as a field for invest- 
ment find entire justification in the speech 
of D. R. Ker, of Vlotoria, president of the 
B. C. Board of Trade, at tho banquet ten- 
derod the delegates at Nelson, and it makea 
one almost feel like exalaiming " I told you

Miss Frank haB a very Btriking 
face, giving one tho idea of a strong person 
ality and intellectual power. In her open 
ing remarks Bho took her audience back to 
tho World's Fair at Chicago, describing tho 
White City aa a scene tho fairneBs of which 
had novor been equalled iuanclent or modern 
timea, the tiae area building being tho moat 
wonderful atruoturo there. 

In fancy the lecturer led her audience into 
tho gallery in the lino arts building devoted 
to the Scandinavian peninsula ; there they 
saw people with palo blue eyes, fair-skinned 
and fair-huired, with litha figurea, going 
about in a quiot, ordoi-ly way gazing at the 
picturea. These piotureB were strikingly 
like tho people who looked at them ; the 
colors wero pale, faint blues and pale greens, 
with fliehea auggeating pink— seldom red or 
purple woro seen, but all palo, fair and cold, 
The pictures and tho people woro, liko tho 
land from which they came, palo and cold 
as thoir own skieB. 

Pausing to another gallery there were 
found a ruddier, tquarer built poople, moro 
aotive and full of hie, gazing at the picturea, 
which showed deeper, stronger hues than 
the Scandinavian ; hero wero flishts of rod 
and brighter colors. This was the Danish 
section. Still another gallery — and tho tones 
deopen ; (lashes of gold and yellow, vivid 
purple and crimson aro aeon in the paint 
ings ; whilo the poople squarely built and 
full of animation and lively speech proclaim 
the German. Ooo cm understand, looking at 
them, how with their push and progress they 
have controlled a great deal of the world's 
thought. Tho subjeotBof the picturea them- 
eelves suggest life and strong action — battle 
eaenea and sketohea of domeatio life, glowing 
with warm colors— intellect and life mani- 
fested everywhere 

Another gallery — and hero the people 
were somewhat like the Germans, but rather 
colder, not so boisterous or lively. The 
colors of the piatures on the walls glow with 
a deeper meaning, the reds aro almost crim- 
son, the purples almost black, the yellows 
shade to brown. This is the Austrian 
gallery. 

In the next gallery people stand 
in wonder before the huge canvasaos 
painted with deepest purple, yellowa of 
such a Bhado that firo seems to lurk behind 
colors all brilliant and deep. The people 
here are short with square deep-set eyes and 
mouths stern and somewhat sensual. Those 
are the Russians. 

Next came the Chinese gallery with its 
pictures of such a strange character that at 
first it is difficult to comprehend tho sub- 
ject one looks at. Monsters, huge dragons, 
oraba and fantastic ahapeB ; nothing especi- 
ally pleasant or bringing to the heart any 
apocial emotion ; and yot they fascinate by 
their oddity. The flit faces and yellow 
skina of the peoplo ahow they come from 
China, the land clouded with opium smoke. 
It is only people given to opium that could 
produce such art. The Japanese art 
soction though suggestive of the 
Chinese differs from it, not being 
so complex in design. It Is not difli 
cult to seo that the art is more akin to that 
of the other galleries, showing a striving for 
progress. 

And bo ono wanders through other gal- 
loriea, wondering how muoh tho pictures 
have had to do with tho peoplo. Tho true 
artiBt does not live alone, but in his work 
epoaks out tho thoughts of his day. The 
true artiat paints not himself but hia people, 
and not alone his people but the land and all 
that makea up the land. The artist does not 
copy. He must be able to take notico of the 
varlouB clreumatancoB and experiences about 
him to ropreeont them as a unit and bo able 
to move people's hearta. He needs not only 
mind and intelloot, but a hoarb to keep his 
mind alive to the things about him ; so that 
ho may make something that will speak to 
the people. 

The lecturer wont oh to tell of how 
sturdy little Holland, crushed bub not cowed, 
spoko out by tho individuality of its paint- 
ers, and when by prosperity afterwards the 
poople bocamo fat and lazy as the 
rich land in which tboy lived, Reubona 
painted aa a prophotic warning the 
Kormosse, with its soone of revelry and con- 
fusion. It meant that prosperity becamo 
dogradod when there was not intellect to 
ahapo it. So Angclo was a prophet with 
bis sculptured group of muscular, ateru- 
facod men, which Bpoko out to a land groan- 
ing under oppression. 

A little group, tho Vandorbilt group, 
Btood Dear tho entranco to the fino arts 
building. The lecturer wondered why it 
was called arb, for it was only a likeness of 
a few peoplo whoso name was syn- 
onymous in tho States with money. 
It appealed to no emotion ; it 
simply Buggestod ' a likeness. High 
art was nob to oopy but to bring out naturo'a 
meaning, Misc Frank illustrated this by re- 
ferring to a visit sho had made to Gold- 
stream during tho rain a few days ago. The 
genorol impreBsion made on her by the rain 
ond the verduro was ono of grayneaa and 
groennosB and if an artist could place on 
canvas the greenness and misty graynoaa 
of the scenery ubout Victoria, ho would give 
Viotoria such a name as it really deserves 
for its wonderful soonory. 

Referring to tho group " The Btruggle for 
bread" in the British section, and "The 
struegle of the woak against tho strong " In 
the French eootlon, Mies Frank showed how 
thoy wero high art, in that thoy gavo ex- 
pression to a thought that he who seeks to 
read might understand. There were no 
leading tonos in American or British art — 
they woro cosmopolitan and did not run in 
one channel. She feared that both in 
America and Britain too muoh thought was 
given to the Individual, and there was a 
lack of one strong ldoal. 

Aperaon outside a beautiful place which tho 
owner had surrounded with a high fence could 
nob but feel that he would like to see what 
was inside, that he would Uko bo pall down 
that fence and enjoy thn beauty within. 



True art was nob to hang up piobores where 
only a faw could see them ; bub ib waa the 
business of arb to raise and educato. Real 
art means adoration nf God, and by it peo- 
ple are made better and happier. 

DURSANT'S TRIAL 

Pawning of lllancue Lamont's Itlnc— Case for 
Prosecution Substantially Before 
the Jury. 

Sa.n Francisco, Sept. 24.— The tenth 
week of the trial of Theodore Darrant com- 
menced yesterday. The proseoution now 
has its case substantially before the jury'- 
and all tnat the district attorney will now 
do will be to produce corroborative testi- 
mony. 

Adelphe Oppenheim, the pawnbroker, 
who stated that Durranb had aboub 'April 1 1 
tried to pawn a ring identified as belonging 
to Blanohe Lamont, was further cross exam- 
ined to-day. On the day Durrant is charged 
with trying to soil tho ring, Oppenheim said 
t*o other poraons had called. Both were 
strangers, yet he deacribod them minutely 
and recounted tho partloulara of their visits 
aB if they had occurred but yesterday. 

Opponheim waB asked regarding other 
specified days and answered promptly. 
CounBel for tho defence tried to coufuBe Op- 
pech^lm by Bhowing him a number of silver 
articlos and inquiring if ho bad evor seen 
them before. In many oases tho pawn- 
broker replied in the affirmative and de- 
scribed tho persona who had tried to sell or 
pawn them. 

W. J. Phillips, a cigur manufacturer, a 
middle aged man of good appearance and 
address (tormerly a resident of Victoria), 
teBtified that ho had Boon Durrant coming 
out of Oppenheini'a atoro in the early part 
of laat April. He waa attracted to tho man 
by his peculiar appearance and the manner 
of his actions, and tho faot that he was com- 
ing out of a pawnshop. 

Leigh Irving, a newspaper man, said ho 
interviewed Durrant on the evoning of 
April 14 iu the city prison. Durrant'a 
Btatement waB made in the preaence of 
Judge Thompaon, who was then Durrant's 
attorney. It was as to his whereabouts on 
April 3. 

J. W. MACKAY'S LATEST. 

Shore End of the New United States-IIaltl 
Cablo— Lower Kates In Prospect. 

New York, Sept. 24 — The United Statce 
and Haiti Cable Company haa chartered the 
Bteamer Maokay-Bennott to lay the first 
section of a snbmarine cable to connecb Now 
York with Haiti, West Indies. Tho Mac- 
kay-Bannett arrived hero on Friday, and 
to-day submerged the heavy Bhore ond of 
the cable, a length of aboub ten knotB. 
Competition will begin with the establish- 
ment of the new lines, and will result in 
bringing down the present high rates. The 
Haiti company will ba oblo to handle busi- 
ness for the West Icdies, Venezuela, the 
Guiannau and Brazil. Tho board of directors 
of the company, which is an American cor- 
poration, ore J. W. Maokay, Georgo J. 
Ward, J. W. Mackoy, jr., A. B. Chandler 
and Albert Book.
